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Kay Sceats, Editor of the 
1938-39 Craigdarroch , in an ex- 
clusive interview, deplored the 
lack of funds necessary to pro- 
| duce a first rate Annual this 
year. 

Last year's "Craigdarroch" 
went in the hole to the tune of 
SO "bucks. This would have been 
nearer to 80 if it hadn't been 
for the fact that the printers 
forgot to charge for the suede 
cover and the inner sheet of 
parchment. Needless to. say they 
won't make this mistake this 
year. 

It has been brought to the 
attention of the Annual Board 
that they cannot lose money 
again this year. Consequently 
there will be no suede colcer nor 
parchment# Photograghs will be 
curtailed, there will be pract- 
ically no cuts, and the number 
of pages may be reduced. 

Miss Skeats also deplored 
the fact that the Annual Board 
is of such large proportions. 

This year there are about 
12 members on the Board, while 
in previous years there have 
been 7 at the most. As a result 
there is little or nothing for 
some of them to do. "It would be 
O.K. if we had money enough to 
print a really good Annual," sai 
Kay, "At the present this is 
impossible." 

Each student pays $1 in fee 
for the Annual. Advertising real- 
ises $150. This totals $370. A 
good Annual costs $500. to print
